There is attached a summary memorandum concerning ^ f

-generally favorable, however, he has been sued twice; once by 
his mother-in-law for injuries received when she fell in Feldman’s 
home and once for failure to pay tuition charges in the amount of 
$1,024.56 for his two children at a summer camp. Both suits were 
dismissed. 





It Is not possible to determine from the limited infor- 
'matlon furnished by IRS whether or not a possible bribery case 
might be involved In connection with Feldman’s receipt of an 
automobile at no cost. Since there is this possibility, it is 
felt that Bureau Liaison should explore this with IRS in order 


that it can be fully resolved.
